ING John granted to the Burgeſſes of Droytwich , and their Heirs, the Salt-ſprings there, with divers priviledges and 
franchizes,rendring the yearly tee farm rent of 100. . Sterling, and the Salt water hath eve: ſince been divided into four 


hundred and four Shares called Bulleries, which Bulleries have ever been bought, Sold and Deſcended as other inheritances 
at the Common Law, ; 


- The grantees of King Joh and their Heires have long ſince aliened and fold their whole inheritance in the Salt-fprings to ſeve- 
ral Perſons, who at this day ſtand ſeiſed in fee of the fame and pay theirproportions of the fee farm Renr reſery'd on the firſt grant: 


And from the time of King Johns grant to the Reign of Queen Mzry the firſt, the Inheritors of the Salt: ſprings were deemed 
Burgeffes of Drozzwich, and whoever ſold his Inheritance ceaicd to be a Burgeſs, 


Queen Mary Incoggporated the Burgeſſes of Droytwich, by the name of Bayliffs and Burgeſſes, and granted them divers fran- 
chizes as a Corporationpand confirmed King Fohys grant, but takes no farther notice of the Salt-ſprings, Nor appoints any ſele& 


number , to govern the ſaid Burrough or Salt-works, orany power to Ele& new ,Burgeſles, or to exclude any who in Right of 
their Eſtates ought to a&t as Burgelſlcs. 


But of Late years the greateſt part of thoſe ancient Inheritances coming into the hands of Gentlemen of Quality, and perſons who 

lived remote,the Baylifts andBurgeſles inhabiting in the Corporation,taking advantage thereof,ſet up ſeveral contrivances whereby they 

aſſumed to themſelves,not only the Governing and taxing the Salt-works at pleaſure, but of excluding the greater number of the in- 

" heritors (by a ſingle negative voyce) from ating as Burgeſſes of the ſaid Burrough, either in giving their votes in Ele&ting their Re- 

preſentatives in Parliament, or Governing their own Eſtates. and at the fame time admitting meer ſtrangers into the Corporation 

to ſtrengthen their own party, by which undue practices in leſs then twenty years, they impoſed above twenty thouſand pounds, 

upon the Inheritors Eſtates in the Salt- ſpring without their conſents,wherefore tor prevention of the like oppreſſions for the future, 

the Principal Proprietors did obtain an AR of Parliament in the firſt Seſſions of their preſent Majeſties Reign,but did not then at all 
inſiſt on their Right of Eleting their Repreſentatives in Parliament.
